In a race in which the outcome 
wasn’t certain until the early hours 
of this morning, the 52-y ear-old Cir­ 
cleville native tallied 40,7 08 votes 
to Oestreicher’s 40,424, unofficial 
tabulations showed. 
Sensenbrenner will be the first 
Democratic may or here since 1935. 
In another hotly contested race, 
the all-Repub!ican battle for city 
fto rney , Chalmers P. Wy lie de­ 
feated the incumbent, Richard W. 
Gordon 45,7 67 to 31,066.

The gist of the note clearly ap­ 
peared to be contained in a reas­ 
sertion of these two points which 
the Soviets had insisted upon in a 
message to the Western * govern­ 
ments in September: 
I. A five-power foreign

te rs’ conference, including Red Chi­ 
na, which would seek to ease ten­ 
sions all over the world—apparent­ 
ly a free ranging negotiation put­ 
ting many problems on one table. 
2. As a kind of second half of 
the big meeting, a conference of 
the foreign ministers of Russia 
and the three big Western pow­ 
ers, without Red China, to dis­ 
cuss the German question. 
The Russians contend that work 
on an Austrian peace treaty should 
go through normal diplomatic chan­ 
nels. 
The genera1 feeling at the State

that

Soviets 
know they cannot “ ram Red China 
down our throats,” as one author­ 
ity expressed it. Therefore, the 
Kremlin probably realizes that in 
proposing a conference with Red 
China it is setting an impossible 
condition while giving the appear­ 
ance of willingness to negotiate. 


Wagner Wins 
In Gotham On 
Dem Landslide 
NEW YORK UP)—Robert F. Wag­ 
ner Jr. was elected mayor of New 
York City yesterday in a Demo­ 
cratic landslide. 
His victory .lad been widely fore­ 
cast, but the size of it and the New 
Deal-Fair Deal stam p he bore set 
his backers to dreaming of captur­ 
ing the state next year and nomi­ 
nating their type 
of 
presidential 
candidate in the 1956 Democratic 
convention. 
W agner wron a four-year term by 
a plurality of 360,078 and nipped 
the political careers 
of his 
two 
m ajor opponents, Republican Har­ 
old Reigelman and Liberal party 
candidate Rudolph Hailey. 
Son of the late U. S. Sen, Robert 
F. W agner of New York, the m ay­ 
or-elect carried four of the city’s 
five boroughs with ease. In Queens, 
where COP strength is greatest, he 
fought Riegelman even. 
Among those elected 
on 
Wag­ 
n er’s ticket was Hulan E. Jack, 
who succeeds him as Manhattan 
borough president and becomes the 
first Negro ever to hold so high an 
office in New York’s history. 
A total of 2.205,662 persons out 
of 2,396,099 registered voted. 
It was the lightest turnout since 
1945, but W agner’s plurality was 
the greatest since William O’Dwy- 
e r ’s in the same year. 
Wagner succeeds Mayor Vincent 
R. Impellitteri Jan. I in the $40,- 
000-a-year mayoralty, 
the second 
biggest political job in the nation. 
Impellitteri, elected as

pendent in 1950 after O’Dwyer re­ 
signed to become am bassador to 
Mexico, lost to Wagner P l in the 
Democratic prim ary.

(£>—Besides his 
other duties, President Eisenhower 
every once in a while has to grab 
a fireman’s hat and beat out a 
blaze started by his official family.

In answer to a question at a

Russia’s 
ability to make an attack on this 
country—this 
was 
October 
and 
Russia had its first hydrogen ex 
plosion in August—Wilson said: 
“I think they are three or four 
years back of where we are, so 
that to say . . . they’ve got bombs 
ready to drop and airplanes to 
drop them with, I would personally 
doubt a little.” 
This seemed in such conflict with 
the publicly stated gloomy views 
of others that Eisenhower turned 
the sprinkler system on. 
He ordered his administration’s 
officials not to say any more about 
Russia and its atomic ability with­ 
out first checking with this coun­ 
try’s Atomic Energy Commission. 
But at a news conference one 
week later, Wilson said he stood 
by what he had said.

Th e Wife's Men tal Collapse

IT is no longer a Joke to say 
th a t some wo m an h as go ne 
th rough travail of some sort, and 
th at “h er h usband is doing as 
well as could be expected.” Wh en 
a married woman suffers a m en­ 
tal breakdown, a certain amo unt 
of treatm ent becomes necessary 
for h er h usband. Her th erapy 
coincides with h is. 
Emo tio ns Inter-Act 
With a woman’s mental col­ 
lapse, serious problems for th e 
h usband often occur in th e form 
of anxiety, worry, and burden of 
care for th e family and h ouse­ 
h old. Th is can affect th e woman 
with a feeling of guilt wh en h er 
tired h usband visits h er. Th is 
concern for h im may weigh even 
more h eavily on th e wife wh en 
sh e returns h ome, and may create 
additional problems. 
Guilt Feelings 
Many m en experience guilt 
feelings about th eir wife’s illness. 
Th is may be displayed in th e 
form of over-protection. 
A good example of th is is avoid­ 
ance of social contacts once th e 
wife h as returned h ome, for fear 
of someone making a th ough tless 
remark about insanity. Oth ers go 
to great length s to conceal th e 


wife’s condition 
from 
friends. 
Th ese actions are actually ex­ 
pressions of th eir own guilt feel­ 
ings. Many men attribute fears to 
th eir wives wh en actually they 
are th e h usbands’ own fears; th e 
misconceptions th ey blame o n 
th e public are really ****** o wn 
misconceptions. 
Talk with Ph yweta*. 
Such a h usband can usually be 
h elped by talking over th e prob­ 
lems with h is wife’s ph ysician, 
wh o will reassure and h elp rid 
h im of h is feelings of guilt and 
inadequacy. 
Recently, sm all p sych iatric 
tre a tm e n t gro ups h ave been 
started for h usbands of mentally 
ill patients. Th ey h ave not o nly 
h elped th e h usband th rough th is 
trying period, but h ave h elped 
speed th e recovery of th e woman 
by making for a better h usband 
and wife understanding of th e 
mental illness. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. J. K.: Can weath er ch anges 
affect my arth ritis? 
Answer: Yes, ch anges in th e 
weath er can most certainly cause 
or increase attacks of arth ritis. 
It h as been sh own th at baromet­ 
ric pressure ch anges can cause 
ch anges in th e tissues of th e body.

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LOVE OF MONEY 
DEVELOPMENTS IN THE Greenlease 
kidnaping case now center around t h e 
missing $300,000 of the ransom money. 
With confession of the principals and the 
certainty of their punishment, the empha­ 
sis is being placed on who got the money, 
as an important factor in the crime itself. 
Was the ransom divided among other prin­ 
cipals, or was it confiscated by outsiders 
who found it in Hall’s hands when drunk 
and unable to safeguard it? 
The result has been that anyone connect­ 
ed with the case after the crime had been 
committed is suspect. Lieutenant Shoul­ 
ders, who made the arrest, particularly is 
under fire. At first he refused to testify be­ 
fore a federal grand jury on the grounds 
it might incriminate his sources of infor­ 
mation. Later he agreed to appear, b u t 
with the understanding he would answer 
only such questions as were not incrimi­ 
nating. 
The fact remains that some time be­ 
tween payment of the ransom and Hall’s 
arrest half of the money disappeared. Until 
this money is found the case will not be 
considered closed. It is not the policy of 
the FBI to leave such matters unsettled. 
The love of money is still the root of 
evil. It prompted the crime in the first 
place, and has continued to involve a l l 
those who had any connection with the 
case. 


TREND TO BIGNESS 
THOSE WHO DEPLORE BIGNESS in 
the industrial economy of the United States 
are given fuel for their concern by Detroit 
rumors that Nash and Hudson automobile 
manufacturing 
companies may merge, 
and that General Motors is seeking to buy 
Kaiser’s huge Willow Run plant. 
Chrysler has announced plans to buy the 
a u to b o d y plants of the Briggs Manufactur­ 
ing Company for $35 million. These propos­ 
ed mergers would give obvious advantages 
through centralization of effort and pooling 
of engineering knowledge. 
These developments are not encouraging 
to th o s e who would keep America a nation 
of small farmers, merchants and manufac­ 
t u r e r s . Today, 80 per cent of all Americans 


w o r k for someone else. Those who are am­ 
bitious to go into business for themselves 
find that the amount of capital required 
makes such a venture prohibitive. The 
mortality of small enterprise is growing. 
Modern nations require huge centralized 
facilities if they are to remain world pow­ 
ers. Russia has huge plants owned by the 
state. In this country, gigantic combina­ 
tions of finance and industry are highly 
regulated by the government. 
Huge combinations of industry would be 
duck soup for a dictator to take over 


The signs of the times are often read in 
little things, like the emphasis on the God- 
frey-La Rosa fracas. Here is just an em- 
ployer-employe argument over who g e t s 
the most fan mail or should an employe 
have a lawyer of his own when the em­ 
ployer is willing to provide one for nothing. 
Actually, how much does it really matter 
to millions of people who read every word 
of it. Perhaps their answer would be that 
nothing else matters very much anymore, 
which is probably quite true. 
The people have an unerring intuition 
about such things. They have been bluffed 
so much and for so long a time that the 
commonplace becomes a relief. Great af­ 
fairs have become so fantistic and even so 
monotonous that many feel the less they 
worry about them, the happier they will be. 
Besides, everybody is all mixed up by 
the varieties of news and opinions and 
there is wonderment as to what is really 
true. In the Godfrey-La Rosa fracas, it is 
possible for even the layman to recognize 
a psychological pattern—the older m a n 
feeling the hoofbeats of time on his heels 
as youth crowds him. 
But in the Italo-Yugoslav quarrel, even 
the experts wonder why this could not have 
been anticipated and avoided. 
Besides, Arthur Godfrey is popular and 
La Rosa has developed a following a n d 
they are our own kind of people, so a homey 
row is a relief from the great men, but this 
fellow Tito has us puzzled. What kind of a 
guy is this? And when will he cut o u r 
throats? 
Or take that quarrel between Israel and 
the Arabs: it reads like something out of 
the Old Testament. The walls of Jericho 
are falling again. But do we need to go to 
war over that? War has begun to bore. A 
good old-fashioned quarrel, like that be­ 
tween Rita Hayworth and Aly Khan, makes 
hot reading, but what is said at Panmun- 
jom is the same thing that was said a 
month ago and a year ago and what are 
we doing there anyhow. 
Then Rita gets herself married to t h i s 
Haymes boy, whoever he may be, and set­ 
tles down to the simple life, if that can be. 
And all the sob sisters sob about how she 
aways wanted to put out her husband’s 
slippers and live in gentle domesticity — 
only she never picked that kind of a hus­ 
band, poor dear! 
Then along comes a scandal involving 
the Republicans in New York State, which 
is amusing in a way because Tom Dewey 
has always been so righteous and nobody 
could believe that the Republicans would 
ever be like the Democrats. And nobody 
believed that the Republicans would ever 
tie up with crooked labor leaders, some of 
whom are actually in prison. 
Everybody likes to catch the pure at im­ 
purities. It is like a fat man falling on a 
banana peel. Besides, it takes the mind off 
Panmunjom and Trieste and What Winston 
Churchill said to John Foster Dulles, the 
best of which we know is never given out.

The W ife's Mental Collapse

IT is no longer a joke to say 
t h a t som e w om an h a s gone 
through travail of some sort, and 
th a t “her husband is doing as 
well as could be expected." W hen 
a m arried wom an suffers a m en­ 
ta l breakdow n, a certain am ount 
of treatm en t becomes necessary 
for her husband. H er therapy 
coincides w ith his. 
Emotions Inter-Aet 
W ith a w om an’s m ental col­ 
lapse, serious problem s for the 
husband often occur in th e form 
of anxiety, worry, and burden of 
care for th e fam ily an d house­ 
hold. This can affect th e wom an 
w ith a feeling of guilt w hen her 
tired husband visits her. This 
concern for him m ay weigh even 
m ore heavily on the wife w hen 
she retu rn s hom e, and m ay create 
additional problem s. 
G uilt Feelings 
M any m en e x p e rie n c e g u ilt 
feelings about th e ir w ife’s illness. 
T his m ay be displayed In the 
form of over-protection. 
A good exam ple of th is Is avoid­ 
ance of social contacts once th e 
wife has retu rn ed hom e, for fear 
of som eone m aking a thoughtless 
rem ark about insanity. O thers go 
to great lengths to conceal th e 


wife’s 
condition 
from 
friends. 
These actions are actually ex­ 
pressions of th e ir own guilt feel­ 
ings. M any m en attrib u te fears to 
their wives w hen actually they 
are the hu sb an d s’ own fears; the 
m isconceptions they blame on 
th e public are really w«- own 
m isconceptions. 
Talk w ith Phyvntaa. 
Such a husband can usually be 
helped by talking over the prob­ 
lems w ith his w ife’s physician, 
who will reassure and help rid 
him of his feelings of guilt and 
inadequacy. 
R e c e n tly , sm a ll p sy c h ia tric 
tre a tm e n t g ro u p s have been 
started for husbands of m entally 
ill patients. T hey have not only 
helped the husband through th is 
I trying period, but have helped 
speed the recovery of the wom an 
by m aking for a better husband 
and wife understanding of the 
m ental illness. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. J. K.: C an w eather changes 
affect my arth ritis? 
Answer: Yes, changes in the 
w eather can m ost certainly cause 
or increase attack s of arthritis. 
It has been show n th a t barom et­ 
ric pressure changes can cause 
changes in th e tissues of the body.

NEW YORK tfV-Many business­ 


men start November feeling con­ 


siderably better than they did a I 
month ago October, in fact, while 
no record breaker in most lines, j 


turned out much better than most 


persons expected. 
So now, mary are turning from j 
fear to cautious optimism. 


October had been billed by the 
more pessimistic as the month in 
which the business slide-off would 
pick up momentum. Instead, in -j 
dustrial production as a whole held 
level with September, the Federal 
Reserve Board reports. It wasn’t ; 
as good as in August, but it was 
higher than a year ago. 
If it hadn’t been for the cut-back 
in oil production. October might 
have pulled ahead of September— 
as, of course, it is seasonally sup­ 
posed to. 
A private business group, the Na­ 
tional Assn. of Purchasing Agents, 
doesn’t go the whole way with the 
reserve 
board 
in 
this 
estimate. 
The association finds October a bit 
slower for its manufacturing com- 1 
panics than September. 
But it adds that since October 
didn t live up to its advance billing , 
as the mmth business was likely | 
to turn sharply down, its members j 
have changed their view from eau- j 
tion to one of “ cautious optimism” j 
for the rest of the year, at least. 
“ Not only has business in gen­ 
eral held up better than expected,” 
the National City Bank of New 
York points out in its November j 
letter, 
“ but 
commodity 
and 
fi­ 
nancial markets as well as such j 
basic indicators as building con­ 
tra ct awards, steel and paperboard 
orders registered renewed strength 
during the month. 
“ Apparently the date of the much 
advertised recession must again be 
postponed.” 
In spite of layoffs in some plants 
here and there, employment in gen­ 
eral held steady between Septem­ 
ber and October, the Bureau of the 
Census reports. 
Factory employ­ 
ment remained higher than at the 
same time a year ago, although 
the percentage of those working j 
overtime dropped below last yea r’s 
level. Unemployment is reported at 
a postwar low. 
With national income high, some 
people

reports deposits in the nation's 528 
mutual savings banks rost to a new 
all-time high of 24 billion dollars 
in the first nine months of this 
year.

But another factor of apparent 
importance was the fact that Kick­ 
i e r is widely known in industry. 
The 53-year old Rickover at­ 
tained his present rank of rear ad­ 
miral only after one of the hottest 
family rows in recent Navy history. 
“ Rick” was saved from being re­ 
tired from the Navy as a captain 
only after some Congress members 
and Secretary Robert Anderson 
interceded.

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Fertilizer Helping Feed More People Than Ever Before 


Output Hikes 
1 
60 Per Cent 
In 30 Years 


Experts Say 
Nutrients Slow 
Erosion Of Soil 


Increased farm production due to 
fertilizer use is helping feed 54 mil­ 
lion more people today from fewer 
acres than were required to feed 
the nation’s entire population 30 
years ago. 
Today’s population of 160 m il­ 
lion is eating from approximate- 
ly 341 million acres of harvested 
crops, whereas it took 346 mil­ 
lion acres to feed 106 million peo­ 
ple back in 1920. 
U. S. farm production has in­ 
creased about 60 per cent in the 
past 30 years, 
according to 
Dr. 
Herrell F. BeGraff, Cornell Univer­ 
sity food economist. 
This has been achieved by the 
use of more fertilizer by farm ers, 
by improvement of labor-saving 
farm machinery, the introduction 
of higher-yielding crop varieties 
and the use of crop-saving insecti­ 
cides. 
• • • 
FERTILIZER use for the coun­ 
try as a whole has increased three 
times since 1938. Farm ers in 13 
Corn Belt states today are using 
six times more fertilizer than be­ 
fore World War II to boost yields 
per acre, cut production costs and 
increase net profits. 
One advantage in fertilizing is 
that land can be kept longer in corn 
without increasing erosion losses if 
the soil is fed plenty of plant nutri­ 
ents. 
Dr. G. E. Smith, University of 
Missouri soils specialist, says the 
corn’s early growth is speeded by 
the use of fertilizer. This provides 
the soil with more protective cover 
from beating rains. Thick stands of 
fertilized corn add more organic 
m atter to the soil. The stalks give 
good Winter protection from ero­ 
sion. 
Smith reports corn stalks will 
return from three to four tons of 
moisture-free “makings’* for or­ 
ganic matter when yields are 
boosted to the 100-bushel per acre 
level by fertilization. 
If sufficient nitrogen and mineral 
nutrients are present in the soil or 
added to the stalks when they are 
plowed down. Smith 
said, 
the 
stalks will be readily decomposed 
by the billions of organisms in the 
soil. 
As a result, more plant feeding 
nutrients will be released and the 
soil will be in better shape to in­ 
crease yields of crops that follow.
